(b) for clause (f), the following clause shall be 
substituted, namely:- 

"(f) Skill The applicant shall have 

demonstrated in flight by day and by night within 
a period of six months immediately preceding the 
date of application, the ability to perform as 
flight navigator of an aircraft with a degree of 
competency appropriate to privileges of a flight 
navigator during which he should have shown- 


(i) the exercise of good judgement and 
airmanship; 

(ii) application of aeronautical knowledge; 

(iii) performed all duties as part of an 
integrated crew; and 

(iv) communicated effectively with other 
flight crew members..”; 
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(xiv) in Section W, for paragraph 2, the following paragraph 
shall be substituted, namely 

"2. Validity - The period of validity shall commence 
from the date of issue or renewal of the licence. The 
licence shall be valid for a period specified in rule 
39C subject to compliance with renewal requirements as 
stipulated in para 3 hereinafter."- ; 

(xv) in Section X, for paragraph 2, the following paragraph 
shall be substituted, namely 

‘'2. Validity - The period of validity shall commence 
from the date of issue or renewal of the licence. The 
licence shall be valid for a period specified in rule 
39C subject to compliance with renewal requirements as 
stipulated in para 3 hereinafter."; 

(xvi) in Section Y, for paragraph 4, the following paragraph 
shall be substituted, namely 

"4. Privileges _ Subject to the endorsements in the 

licence, the privileges of the holder of a Flight 
Radio Telephone Operator’s Licence shall be to act as 
a Flight Radio Telephone Operator on any aircraft 
equipped with radio apparatus in accordance with rule 
63 including radio apparatus which communicates by 
radio telephony, except that the holder of a 
provisional licence shall, at all times, operate under 
the supervision of a person holding a Flight Radio 
Telephone Operator’s Licence."; 

(xvii) in each of Sections J and M, for paragraph 5, the 

following paragraph shall be substituted, namely:- 

"5. Extension of Aircraft Rating - For extension of 
aircraft rating to include an additional type of 

aeroplane, an applicant shall be required to produce 
evidence of - 

(i) having passed a written examination in Aircraft 
and Engines as mentioned in para 1(d) and of 

having gained, under appropriate supervision, 
experience in flying the aircraft of such type or 
on approved flight simulator in respect of the 
following, namely;- 

(a) normal flight procedures and 

manoeuvres during all phases of 

•f11ght; 

(b) abnormal and emergency procedures and 
rrianoeuvres in the event of failures 
and mal-^uncti ons of equipment, such as 
power plant, systems and airframe; 
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(c) where applicable, instrument 

procedures, including instrument 

approach, missed approach and landing 
procedures under normal, abnormal and 
emergency conditions, including 

simulated engine failure; 

(d) procedures for crew incapacitation and 
crew coordination including allocation 
of pilot tasks; crew cooperation and 
use of check lists; and 

(ii) having satisfactorily completed the general 
flying tests by day and night in accordance with 
para 1(h) in respect of the type of aircraft for 
which the extension of aircraft rating is 

desired. Such flying tests shall have been 
completed within a period of six months 
immediately preceding the date of the application 
for extension of the aircraft rating."; 

(xviii) in each of Sections K and N, for paragraph 5, the 
following paragraph shall be substituted, namely;- 

"5. Extension of Aircraft Rating - For extension of 
aircraft rating to include an additional type of 
helicopter, an applicant shall be required to produce 
evidence of - 

(i) having passed a written examination in Aircraft 
and Engines as mentioned in para 1(d) and of 
having gained, under appropriate supervision, 
experience in flying the aircraft of such type or 
an approved flight simulator in respect of the 
following, namely:- 

(a) normal flight .procedures and 
manoeuvres during all phases of 
f1ight; 

(b) abnormal and emergency procedures and 
manoeuvres in the event of failures 
and malfunctions of equipment, such as 
power plant, systems and airframe; 

(c) where applicable, instrument 

procedures, including instrument 
approach, missed approach and landing 
procedures under normal, abnormal and 
emergency conditions, including 

simulated engine failure; 

(d) procedures tor crew incapacitation and 
crew coordination including allocation 
of pilot tasks; crew cooperation and 
use of Chech lists; and 
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(ii) having satisfactorily completed the general 
flying tests by day and night in accordance with 
para 1(h) in respect of the type of aircraft for 
which the extension of aircraft rating is 
desired. Such flying tests shall have been 
completed within a period of six months 
immediately preceding the date of application for 
extension of the aircraft rating."
